THROUGHOUT THE WEST 
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C.P.R. Badly Needs Moisture 
And In Places Crops 
Are Ruined 


IN IRRIGATED DISTRICTS THE 
PROSPECTS ARE REPORTED GOOD 


In The Northern Part Of Alberta 
And Along The C.N.R. Line 
{There Has Been Abund- 

ance Of Rain boi 


From Present Indications There is 
Bound to Be a Shortage in Many 
Parts of the Prairie Provinces, 
While in Others the Yield Will Be 
Well Above the Average. 


All danger of drought has passed in 
the Edmonton district, which in com- 
mon with the rest of the province, was 
threatened for a time with scurcity of 
rainfall. The third heavy fali of rain 
in three days occurred last night. At 
eight o'clock a short, sharp storm 
heralded by wind, thunder and light- 
ning swept over the country from the 
west. It was followed later in the 
evening by a steady shower of warm 
rain which flushed the city streets 
and filled the gutters to overflowing. 

This morning and again in the aft- 
ernoon, showers occurred intermit- 
tently. The rainy season has appar- 
ently set out to make up for lost time. 
The crops on every hand round about 
Edmonton are reported to be in uni- 
formly fine shape, and farmers are 
in most optimistic mood at the pros- 
pects of a bountiful harvest. 

The rain of the past three days is 
reported to be general in the northern 
portion of alberta. 

Three-quarter Crop. 

Calgary, June 29.—Weather condi- 
tions are now very favorable for the 
crop in this district, and under ordi- 
nary conditions there should at least 
be a three-quarter yield. The dry 
spring has seriously. affected many 
fields, particularly where there has 
been poor farmin:. Some fields will 
yield high, while others will scarcely 
produce anything. As there is a 
much larger crop this year the yield 
of the district will run up about the 
same as last year. Late-sown grain 
is*making mtich “better showing than 
that which was put in earlier in the 
season. 

Red Deer Crops Good, 

Red Deer, June 30—Red Deer dis- 
trict’s grain crop never looked better 
and nearly as far advanced. Wheat 
is in the shot blade and rye and a lot 
of the barley also. Oats are aiso well 
advanced. The crops have all the 
moisture they need, heavy rains fal- 
ling the past two weeks. Hay will be 
a light crop. Pastures are in good 
condition. The increase in acreage 
in the grain crop will range from 10 
to 25 per cent. 

Heavy Rain in Stettler, 

Stettler, June 30-—-Some crops south 
and east of here are reported to be 
good for little else than green feed, 
but in this immediate district there 
has been. occasional, showers and 
the crops generally look better than 
they do farther out. Samples of rye 
have been brought in over three feet 
high, well headed. The districts had 
heavy rain last night and some hail, 
but not heavy enough to cause dam- 
age. Rain was general over an area 
of twenty to thirty miles. The hay 
crop will be extremely light this year, 
too dry. 
Heavy and continuous rains are badly 
needed.

The C.N.R. Prince Albert line, north 
of Qu’Appelle valley, also shows evi- 
dence of lack of rain, and the crops 
at Rosthern and other northern points 
give cause for anxiety. Present indi- 
cations are that wheat on spring fal- 
low plowing in this district will be 
largely a failure, while summer fallow 
will likely not go over fifteen bushels. 

Fair on Main Line of C.N.R, 

On the ¢ -R. main line conditions 
on the whole are very fair, with pros- 
pects for a’ good medium crop. So 
far as it is possible to sum up the crop 
position at the present stage, it may 
be said that, provided the northern, 
central and western portions,of the 
provinces get a good rainfalf within 


the next week, Saskatchewan, while 
not likely to have a bumper crop, 
will have a good medium one, and 


nothing approaching the crop failure 
predicted is likely to occur in Dakota, 
Southern Alberta and other portions 
of the great western wheat belt.

“You people in Canada will need 
to look out when the provinte of 


Siberia wakes up," said the Rev. Dav- 
id Arnott in a leeture delivered in the 
First Presbyterian Chureh last even- 
ing, in which he gave some account 
of his recent journey across the plains 
of Siberia to Manchuria, and the work 
of the Presbyterian missions in that 
country, 

“Most of us,” he said, “have been 
accustomed to think of Siberia as a 
great® waste wildérness for exiles. 
That was our impression once of the 
Northwest, but it has changed. We 
will need also to change our impres- 
sion regarding Siberia. ’ 

“Day after day.on that journey 1 
travelled across rich prairie land sim- 
jlar to that of the Canadian West, ly- 
ing ready for the plow The climate 
is similar to that of Western Canada, 
und 1 believe the country has a fu- 
ture of like greatness. 

Manchuria Is Another Alberta. 

“Manchuria is another Alberta, vast 
in extent, and rich jn undeveloped re- 
sources, It is one of the thirteen 
provinces of China, but lies outside 
the great wall, and is named by. them 
‘Kast of the Barrier.’ 

“It was from Manchuria that, in 
the seventeenth century, the conquer- 
ors of China, the Manchus, swept 
down upon the deqgdent Chinese Em- 
pire. For the las three hundre@ 
years the Manchus have reigned over 


Chine. The pigtail of the male Chin- 
ese, and the small feet of the fe- 
male, are the signs of bondage im- 
posed npon them by this race. 
“Today, however, the Manchu race 
is practically played out. The Chin- 
ese have absorbed their conquerors. 
And the question which is agitating 


the mind of Europe is, "How long will 
the Manchu dynasty be able to stand?’ 

“Today there has set in upon the 
rich unoccupied land of Manchuria 
a strong tide of immigration from the 
overcrowded provinces of southern 

Most Progressive Province, 

“You know what that must mean 
for the history of that province and 
for the character of its people. Those 
men from the south are the men who 
have had the courage to shake them- 
selves free from the traditions and 
habits of theught ‘prevailing in the 
south, Manchuria is therefore prob- 
ably the most progressive and lib- 
eral-minded part of China. 

“Among these people the United 
Free Church of Scotland established 
missions.

Construction Gang Commences Op- 
eration On First Section Of 
Vancouver-Edmonton Line 


Vancouver, June 29.—This morning 
a foree of men in the employ of the 
Northern Construction Company was 
diepatched from Vancouver to Port 
Mann, on the south bank of the Fraser 
river, opposite New Westminster, and 
the work of establishing camypes for 
the gang will start. The grade of the 
Canadian Northern Railway in  Bri- 
tish Columbia was commenced To- 
morrow morning the firet scraper load 
of dirt will be lifted on the grade, one 
day ahead of the date fixed in the 
agreement between the Canadiar Nor- 
thern Railway and the government of 
British Columbia for the starting of 
operations, 

Superintendent C. V. Cumming, con- 
struction superintendent of the Nor- 
thern Construction Company, of Win- 
nipeg, arrived in Vancouver on Mon- 
day night and spent yesterday hiring 
men for the work, which will bring to 
Vancouver its second Canadian trans- 
continental raitway. At the outset 
some fifty men were employed, and 
this force will be increased, Yester- 
day Cummings spent a busy day pur- 
chasing supplies and engaging his 
working forces, The Northern Con- 
struction Company was recently 
awarded the contract for the building 
of the sixty mile section of the Cana- 
dian Northern Railway from Port 
Mann up the valley of the YWraser 
River. The surveys and location 
line Of this section were completed 
Some months ago Owing to the com- 
paratively light nature of the Work to 
be done on the first section of sixty 
miles of the road, it is expected that 
rapid progress will be made, so much 
so that within a month a big showing 
is expected to have been made, 

MUCH LUMBER BURNED. 
C.N.R. Settlers Join Forces to Fight 
the Flames, . 

La Vallee, Ont., June 29,.—Fire 
sweeping down on Devlin burned up 
several thousand telephone poles pur- 
chased by the Saskatchewan govern- 
ment for the government system. 
Jumping the C.N.R. tracks, four cars 
of lumber for Saskatchewen were 
burned and in the C.N.R. yards thou- 
sands of posts, telegraph poles, ties 
and square timbers were burned. It 
then swept into the Burr Lumber 
Company's saw mill. The entire sea- 
son's output was cleaned up. The 
townspeople are despairing and have 
asked for a rescue train, which the 
C.N.R. sent, but the wind droppihe, 
the male residents decided to continue 
to fight. The entire town is encircled 
with fire, which is sweeping down and 
surrounding La Vallee two miles dis- 
tant, and should the wind arise, no- 
thing can save either La Vallee or 
Devlin. The C.N.R, have re-enforced 
the fire fighters with all their avyail- 


}able men, but unless rain comes heavy 


and soon this splendid timber region 
will be a memory.

The First Attempt. 

About fifty miles south of the Can- 
adian border the sheriff secured his 
prisoner to a car seat and took a nap, 
the conductor and brakeman agreeing 
to keep an eye on the negro.

way he managed to get loose and 
when the conductor discovered him 
he was breaking through the glass 


door of the vestibule, and ir, spite of 
the efforts of the conductor to hold 
him he suceceeded In leaping from 
the train.

IKENTUCKY SWEPT 


BY CLOUD BURST 


Fifteen Known Fatalities, While 
Forty Persons Are Missing— % 
Hundreds Are Homeless " 


Salyeraville, Ky., June 29—Fifteen 


people are known to be dead, 15 ad- 
ditional are reported as having died 
and fully forty are missing tonight, 
as the result of a cloudburst which 
came late last night in Magoffin, Floyd 
and Knott counties, Kentucky. 

Tie Dead, 

The known dead as reported here 
tonight are;— 

Mr, and Mrs. Roach Gayhart and 
their son Ernest, Wm, Conly, Mra, 
John Sheppard, Mr. and Mrs. John 
Wireman and their three children, 
Kenton Whittacre, Wm. Bailey and an 
unidentified woman whose body was 
seen near Paintville this morning. 

The fifteen who are not known to 
be killed but who are supposed by 
the residents here to be, include John 
Sheppard, Clyde Rouch Gayhart, Mra. 
John Beverling and her two children, 
and ©, Benjamin Whittacre and broth- 
er of Kenton Whittacre. Twelve of 
the bodies of people mentioned in the 
list of known dead have been secured 
by workmen in Salyersville and other 
towns affected by the terrible cloud- 
burst which broke over this section of 
Kentucky last night. Three others 
have been reported dead by people in 
this district. Late this afternoon when 
additional reports came in from sec- 
tions lying near Saylersville it was es- 
timated by the people here that fully 
forty have been killed In the floods, 

A Farming Section, 

Salversville is the county 
Magoffin county, which is in 
Kentucky. There are no railroads 
running to the town and little else 
than farming is done in this locality. 
Floyd and Knott counties He adjacent 
to this county and have several small 
towns lying directly on the Licking 
river and several large creeks which 
were affected greatly by the down- 
pour. It has been raining in this sec- 
tion for the past three days and the 
rivers and streams were all full of 
water when the downpour from the 
cloudburst broke over this section. 
Instantly several houses were carried 
from their foundations and swept into 
the streams. Tonight many of the 
people in these three counties are 
homeless as the result of the terrific 
storm. Several lives are believed by 
the residents to have been lost besides 
those accounted for above. The pro- 
perty damage is estimated to be fully 
$100,000 and the losses in stock and 
erains will go to even higher figures. 

Property Damage. 

The complete estimate of the floods 
is reported tonight to be fully a quar- 
ter of a million dollars. 

On Middle creek, Floyd county, 30 
houses, many barns, and several 
Stores have been washed away, Four 
railway in that section wera 
elso washed from their moorings, In 
Knott county, near Hyndman and 
Prestonburg, fifteen dwellings and as 
many barns have floated awoy.
